In the United 
States cotton and wheat are plowed under 
and factories lie idle by the thousands. But 
tens of millions of people are in need. Amer- 
ica suffers from the largest unemployment 
in all history. Millions are going through a 
slow starvation process under the dole. And 
while the millions live in misery and starve, 
the papers astound you with the incomes of 
the giants of finance and industry. General 
Motors makes an 80. million dollars profit 
for the year, J. P- Morgan buys another art 
gallery, no doubt with many pictures of 
poverty and misery ineit. 


THE COST OF WARS 


Two decades ‘ago the world passed through 
bath. Forty-three million 


a grotesque blood 
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people were killed, wounded, permanently 
disabled or missing—more killed than in all 
the wars of the whole world since 1790, 
10 million died behind the lines. Three hun- 
dred and forty billion dollars of wealth was 
destroyed, more than twice the wealth of 
any nation in the world outside of the United 
States, and more than the wealth even of 
the Colossus, 

And yet today, with the memory still fresh, 
another blood bath jis being prepared. It 
rumbles in Spain, in China, in Ethiopia, in 
the giant war budget of American capital- 
ism. 

What an unbelievable fantasy! The nations 
of the world preparing for a war in order to 
gain foreign markets, while there is such 
an enormous home market which they refuse 
to and can not satisfy under capitalism ; pre- 
paring for murder, pillage and death, while 
there is such an abundance of the things 
of life! 

These facts are so @bvious no one even 
dares to contradict them. The only defense 
capitalism has against them is a whole series 
of silly fables. “Yes, all these things are 


true, but they don’t hold for the United 











States. We are a peace loving country, the 
richest in the world,” etc. etc. ad nauseum. 

PEACE TALK HIDES WAR MOVES 

The fables are growing stale. Under the 
cloak of peace American imperialism prepares 
the greatest war budget in peace time his- 
tory—greater even than the actual war ex- 
penditures of Japanese imperialism; blue 
prints are sent to thousands of factories 
in the U. S. by the government with instruc- 
tions how to: convert their factories into 
war factories; the tiny Aleutian Islands, with 
no people on them to “defend,” are fortified 
at the cost of dozens of millions of dollars 
because they are so much closer to the Japa- 
nese mainland than any American possession; 
Generals are sent to the Phillipines to organ- 
ize a Phillipine conscript army; war con- 
ferences are organized in Latin and South 
America and all the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere band together to “defend” them- 
selves. Its an old, old story. Under the cloak 
of peace, America has its finger in every 
European and Asiatic war move. She organ- 
izes a conference in Brussels to stop Japanese 
imperialism from making encroachments on 
America’s booty in Asia. She gives aid and

One 
glance at such books as Mayers “History of 
the Great Fortunes,” proves this point. Mar- 
kets cannot keep pace with productive living 
labor forces. Accumulation of capital, “dead” 
labor, is driving the working class into 
ever greater poverty. 


Those who produce—the working class, 
and the swindled poor farmers who toil by 
their own hands—can, not buy back what 
they-produce. Capitalism is loaded with sur- 
plus produce and surplus capital. It is forced 
therefore to make ever greater and greater 
quests for markets. But the markets of the 
world are not inexhaustible, and as the op- 
pressed peoples of the colonial world in Asia, 
Africa, and South America are milked dry,

THE SWAMP IN BETWEEN 


Besides these two reformist forces 


poisoning the minds of the working masses. 
there are the centrists — reformist in 
action, and “revolutionary” in words. Their 
type of “poison” is just the dose capitalism 
needs for many more advanced workers 
sot fooled by the simple treachery of the 
reformists. In the United States the out- 
standing centrists are the Lovestoneites 
and Trotskyites. ; 
The Lovestoneites are a bankrupt sect 
which opposes the building of a new revo-

The Trotskyist brand of centrism is 
more subtle.

They have 
rejected the line of the political and or- ea 
ganizational independence of the Revolu- Z 
tionary Party. They are for the words but 
against the content of revolutionary defeat- 
ism, of working for the defeat of one’s 
“own" government and army in an im- 
perialist war.

They call for material aid—guns, ammuni- 
tion, men, funds — to the capitalist 
People’s Front government of Negrin and 
to the butcher Chiang Kai Shek in China.

They open wide 
the door for affiliation tomorrow with the 
Labor Party — although to them it must 
have a fancy trimming, ‘“‘a genuine, mass, 
revolutionary, Labor Party”.

The working class and its 
vanguard must scientifically investigate its 
role and place; it must use the must ad- 
vanced scientific theory of knowledge as its 
tool for a thorough investigation that will 
point the way to the replacement of the 
capitalist system with a higher system of 
production. This scientific method of in- 
vestigation, discovered by Marx an d 
Engels is Dialectical Materialism, and its 
application to history and society called 
Historical Materialism. 


MARX AND ENGELS 
These two scientists of the last 
century presented for the first time the 
- fundamental laws of the birth of capitalism 
its development and decay. They explain-

ed its basic contradictions, how the wage — 
earners are exploited, the laws of accumu- 
lation of capital and surplus value, and ~ 
E they showed the tasks and aims of the pro- 
letariat in its class struggle against the ex- 
ploiters. hk 
Lenin further elaborated these theo- 
_ ties on the basis of the experience of the 
working class. As such he was the out- 
standing Marxist of this period. We, too, 
call ourselves Marxists to define our posi- — 
tion in relation to other groups. 


a CLASS STRUGGLE ; 
Like the struggle of any other Op- 
pressed class in history, the working class 
~ to gain its objectives, must fight every act 
of oppression, must prepare itself by these 
smaller struggles for the revolutionary

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No gains made by the working class 
without a principled class position and 
class struggle tactics are worth the effort. 
The bills of a bourgeois liberal in Congress, 
the ‘fair’ mediation of a bourgeois “friend 
of labor” in a strike situation, any faith put 
in governmental agencies, are just so much 
dope tablets to lull the workers to sleep. 
Concessions gained are only the result of 
working class pressure, the threat or ex- 
ecution of militant action. When the threat 
of such action is gone, the very “friends of 


labor” are the first to withdraw those con-° 


cessions. Do such assertions need proof? 
Then study the history of such famous 
“liberals” as LaGuardia, or “friends of 
labor” like Governor Murphy. 

Even gains made by class struggle 
tactics — democratic demands such as 
freedom of speech, economic demands such 
as wages — are not of any permanent 
nature under capitalism. Marxists recog- 
nize that the vast power of the capitalist 
state and the capitalist system steals back 
in one form or another what it momentarily 
eoncedes under pressure. Wage increases 
are fritted away by inflation, lay-offs, new 
machines, and a dozen other methods.

THE PARTY 
All of this is the historic role of the 
working class.

IMPERIALIST WAR 

The struggle against capitalism does 
not cease for a moment, even and oe 
pecially, durng periods of imperialist war. 
The working class must then attempt to 
turn the imperialist war of the bosses into 
a war of the workers against the busses, a

civil war. They must work for the defeat 
of their “own” imperialist army — no 
matter in what country whether allied or 
not allied to the Soviet Union, whether a 
“small”? nation or a large, “aggressor” or 
“attacked.” 

Capitalism is willing to exterminate 
millions of men, destroy billions in wealth 
in order-to gather in its profits — in order, 
in other words, to exploit the working 
class, and colonial oppressed even more 
than before. The answer to the brutality of 
imperialist war can only be Civil War. 

THE SOCIAL REVOLUTION 

The present period is one of “Wars 
and Revolutions”. In the decay stage of 
imperialism, the differences between the 
various groups of capitalists and world im- 
perialists grow sharper and sharper. That 
is inevitable because productive forces in- 
crease as the markets fail to keep pace 
and become glutted; the booty to be gained 
becomes smaller and smaller. 

A time comes finally, whether during 
imperialist war, or before it, when the 
whole system is in chaos, when the erisis 
becomes so acute capitalism is temporarily 
powerless to act, when whole layers of the

The type of society we speak of is not

eated in Russia in October 
1917. Despite the treachery of Stalinism in 
the Soviet Union, which is bringing the first 
workers state back to the brink of ca- 
pitalism and in great danger of a counter.

Unlike all other 
states in history, this one has as its purpose 
its own liquidation. This state will insure 
workers democracy, a democracy 100 tim- 
es broader than bourgeois “‘democacy”, a 
democracy which can afford to be so much 
nore extensive because it will be based on 
much higher productive forces. The pro- 
duetion of goods under the new society will 
be based on the socialist mode of produc- 
tion, and the elimination of the profit 
system, It will be organized production on 
a much higher plane than capitalism. 

With the elimination of classes, the new 
state withers away and mankind reaches 
the classless Communist Society free from 
all the miseries, wars, and starvation of the 
CLASS societies.
